Brooks  protested  that  the  plan  had  been  mentioned  in 
the  Miami  Herald  and  other  newspapers.  The  Herald  said ' 
in  a  front-page  story  on  July  5  that  North  “helped  draw  up 
a  controversial  plan  to  suspend  the  Constitution  in  the 
event  of  a  national  crisis,  such  as  nuclear  war,  violent  and 
widespread  internal  dissent  or  national  opposition  to  a 
U.S.  military  invasion  abroad.” 

According  to  the  Herald,  then- Attorney  General 
William  French  Smith  protested  at  the  time  in  writing  to 
McFarlane. 

Inouye  said  McFarlane  would  follow  North  “as  a  matter 
of  fairness.” 

There  will  be  one  other  witness  on  Tuesday,  a  White 
House  custodian  of  documents,  before  Rear  Adm.  John 
Poindexter — who  succeeded  McFarlane  as  national  secu¬ 
rity  adviser  —  will  appear. 

Brooks  told  North: 

“Instead  of  operating  within  rules  and  law,  we  have 
been  supplying  lethal  weapons  to  terrorist  nations,  trad¬ 
ing  arms  for  hostages,  involving  the  U.S.  government  in 
military  activities  in  direct  contravention  of  the  law,  di¬ 
verting  public  funds  into  private  pockets  and  secret  unof¬ 
ficial  activities,  selling  access  to  the  president  for  thou¬ 
sands  of  dollars,  dispensing  cash  and  foreign  money 
orders  out  of  a  White  House  safe,  accepting  gifts  and 
falsifying  documents  to  cover  it  up,  altering  and  shredding 
national  security  documents,  lying  to  the  Congress.” 

That  finished,  Brooks  said,  “I  believe  that  the  American 
people  understand  that  democracy  cannot  survive  that 
kind  of  abuse.”

“We  are  concerned  with  those  peo¬ 
ple  who  come  to  use  the  services 
here,”  said  Olsen.  In  order  to  satisfy 
these  patrons  —  by  reducing  the 
noise  —  proposals  have  been  pre¬ 
pared  by  library  officials  and  are  in 
the  process  of  being  presented  to  var¬ 
ious  councils  for  approval. 

“The  decision  has  to  be  approved  by 
a  faculty  council,  a  library  council  and 
by  university  administration1  (before 
it  can  be  implemented),”  said  Olsen. 
Some  student  input  will  be  sought  be¬ 
fore  a  final  decision  is  made,  he  said. 

Last  week  student  employees  from 
the  library  voiced  their  concerns  to 
The  Universe  that  the  decision  to  per¬ 
manently  close  the  doors  had  already 
been  made,  without  student  input. 

Albrecht  said  the  council  tried  to 
meet  with  ASBYU  to  solicit  student 
input.  But,  “ASBYU  cancelled  the 


meeting,”  he  said.  “Two  of  our  vice 
presidents  had  cleared  their  sched¬ 
ules,  I  cleared  my  schedule  and  then 
they  cancelled  the  meeting.” 

Rush  Sumpter,  assistant  director 
of  student  programs,  said  the  library 
officials  had  scheduled  to  meet  with 
the  ASBYU  officers  in  the  regular 
executive  council  meeting.  “That  par¬ 
ticular  meeting  was  cancelled  because 
the  student  body  president  and  other 
officers  were  out  of  town,”  he  said. 
“We  didn’t  know  the  nature  of  the 
meeting.” 

Rob  Daines,  ASBYU  president, 
explained  that  the  executive  meeting 
that  library  officials  wanted  to  attend 
was  really  never  scheduled.  “There 
must  have  been  a  miscommunication 
between  the  library  officials  and  AS¬ 
BYU  officials,”  Daines  said.  “On  an 
issue  like  this,  we  definitely  want  to 
talk.” 

Library  officials  said  they  will  still 


meet  with  ASBYU  before  the  locking 
keys  are  turned. 

“We  wanted  to  close  the  doors  on 
September  1,”  said  Albrecht.  “But 
we’ll  have  to  wait  until  further  into 
fall  semester  so  we  can  get  the  issue 
through  the  political  system.  Too 
many  people  have  left  campus  and  are 
too  hard  to  get  a  hold  of,”  he  said. 

Olsen  said  there  have  been  a  num¬ 
ber  of  things  done  in  the  past  to  re¬ 
duce  the  noise  level,  but  that  more 
needs  to  be  done.  “There  is  an  article 
or  two  (in  The  Universe)  per 
semester  about  the  noise  level.” 

Locking  the  south  doors  is  only  one 
proposal  being  considered  to  reduce 
the  noise  level,  Olsen  explained. 
Other  suggestions  include  building 
separating  walls  around  “more  de¬ 
fined”  study  areas  and  using  the  gen¬ 
eral  reference  desk  employees  to  reg¬ 
ulate  the  noise. 

Albrecht  explained  that  these 


“other  proposals”  are  not  feasible  and 
that  the  issue  to  be  approved  is  the 
closing  of  the  library’s  south  doors. 
Olsen  said,  “I  don’t  think  (the  incon¬ 
venience)  will  be  significant  for  indi¬ 


viduals  who  come  to  use  the  library.” 
The  south  doors  of  the  library  were 
chosen  because  all  the  primary  ser¬ 
vices  are  located  at  the  north  en¬ 
trance,  according  to  officials.

This  problem  leads  inany  people  to 
think  they  need  to  take  other  than 
constitutional  means  to  get  things 
done,  such  as  is  coming  out  in  the 
testimony  of  Oliver  North  in  the  Iran- 
Contra  hearings,  said  Fox. 

“The  power  that  various  agencies 
and  bureaus  have  are  really  not  called 
to  account  in  a  way  that  the  founders 
had  imagined. 

“Nobody  had  envisioned  that  an 
agency  such  as  the  IRS  would  have 
such  discretionary  power  that  they 
could  harass  people  at  their  own  plea¬ 
sure  and  cause  people  to  be  miserable 
virtually  at  will  and  virtually 
unchecked,”  said  Fox. 

This  idea  would  have  caused  the 
original  drafters  of  the  Constitution 
to  jump  out  of  their  seats  because  of 
the  similarities  to  unregulated  British 


bureaucracy  that  governed  the 
colonies,  said  Fox. 

The  early  founders  believed  that 
one  of  the  principles  necessary  for  the 
success  of  the  Constitution  was  a 
moral  and  religious  people.  “Without 
such  a  society,  it  would  be  wholly  in¬ 
adequate,”  said  John  Adams,  second 
president  of  the  United 
States.

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Dr.  Joseph  K.  Miner,  director  of  the  Provo 
Health  Department  said,  “The  main  danger  in 
ditches  is  drowning.  They  (the  ditches)  are  safety 
and  health  hazards,  and  people  need  to  realize  the 
dangers.” 

According  to  1984  Utah  statistics,  April  through 
August  were  the  months  during  which  most  drown- 
ings  occurred.  Ten  percent  of  all  non-accident-re- 
lated  deaths  were  drownings  and  almost  25  percent 
of  the  drownings  involved  people  under  15  years  of 
age. 

Terry  Hubert,  manager  of  irrigation  systems  at 
Provo  Water,  said  the  water  in  the  canals  comes 
from  the  Provo  River.  The  untreated  water  flows 
into  the  Provo  Power  Plant  to  cool  the  generators 
and  then  is  diverted  for  irrigation  purposes. 

The  most  common  infection  from  untreated  wa¬ 
ter  in  mountain  communities  such  as  Provo  is  giar¬ 
diasis,  a  protozoan  infection  of  the  upper  small  in¬ 
testine,  according  to  the  Health  Department. 

Miner  estimates  there  are  close  to  50  reported 
cases  of  giardiasis  each  year  in  Utah  County,  and 
the  majority  of  the  cases  involve  children. 

The  Health  Department  advises  people  to  be 
wary  of  the  ditches  and  of  ingesting  other  surface 


water  because  it  is  expected  to  carry  disease. 

According  to  Shelley,  a  frequent  source  of  in¬ 
fection  is  ingestion  of  cysts  in  unfiltered  streams 
or  lake  waters  that  are  open  to  contamination  by 
human  and  animal  feces.  Concentrations  of  chlo¬ 
rine  used  in  water  treatment  at  Orem  does  not 
kill  giardia  cysts. 

Symptoms  of  giardiasis  are  abdominal  cramps, 
chronic  diarrhea,  bloating,  fatigue  and  weight 
loss,  Shelley  said. 

According  to  the  Health  Department,  people 
risk  infection  every  time  they  drink,  bathe  or 
swim  in  untreated  water. 

The  Provo  City  Council  has  posted  signs  stat¬ 
ing  that  wading  in  the  ditches  is  inadvisable  be¬ 
cause  of  broken  glass  and  other  debris  lying  at 
the  bottom  of  cement  canals. 

Stephen  Clark,  Provo  city  councilman,  said 
that  while  the  city  doesn’t  maintain  the  ditches 
for  swimming,  the  city  should  discuss  how  to 
keep  the  glass  out. 

A  spokesman  from  Provo  Water  said  no  one 
encourages  people  to  play  in  the  ditches,  but 
there  are  no  laws  preventing  people  from  using 
the  ditches  for  recreational  purposes.

In  1960,  Sorensen  received  a  bache¬ 
lor  of  arts  degree  in  political  science 
from  Utah  State  University.  He  re¬ 
ceived  his  doctoral  degree  in  1965 


from  the  University  of  Illinois. 

Prior  to  joining  the  BYU  faculty  in 
1970  as  a  teacher  of  political  and  moral 
philosophy,  he  taught  at  Indiana  Uni- . 
versity  for  six  years. 

For  the  past  two  years,  Sorensen 
has  researched  the  ultimate  reasons 
for  being  moral.  The  main  areas  he 
has  focused  on  are  abortion,  pornog¬ 
raphy  and  reverse  discrimination. 

Sorensen  has  served  as  a  bishop  off 
campus  and  as  a  branch  president  on 
campus  for  The  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints.

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Reagan  invites  critics  to  fight  on  issues 

INDIANAPOLIS  (AP)  —  President  Reagan,  his  credibility  battered  by  the 
Iran-Contra  affair,  challenged  the  idea  Monday  that  his  presidency  “is  some¬ 
how  based  more  on  personality  than  on  policy”  and  invited  critics  to  fight  him 
directly  on  the  issues. 

Reagan,  for  the  first  time,  raised  the  issue  of  his  personal  popularity  and 
struck  a  combative  stance  in  a  speech  on  his  economic  policies  before  the 
annual  convention  of  the  National  Association  of  Counties. 

He  denied  anew  that  his  current  series  of  speech-making  trips  were  de¬ 
signed  to  distract  attention  from  the  Iran-Contra  affair.  He  added:  “And  while 
I  am  getting  a  few  things  off  my  chest,  something  else  has  been  bothering  me 

lately.”  . 

“Critics  have  claimed  that  in  opposing  our  administration  on  the  issues, 
they’re  at  some  kind  of  an  unfair  advantage  —  that  this  presidency  is  somehow 
based  more  on  personality  than  on  policy,”  Reagan  said. 

“The  truth  is,  no  president  can  remain  popular  unless  he  retains  the  funda¬ 
mental  support  of  the  American  people  on  the  issues. 

“So  I  invite  my  critics  —  I  welcome  my  critics  —  to  go  after  me  on  the  issues 
just  as  hard  as  they  please,”  he  added.  “We’ll  let  the  people  decide  who’s  right 
and  who’s  wrong.” 

Reagan  was  applauded  when  he  challenged  his  critics  to  fight  on  the  issues, 
but  a  number  of  apparent  applause  lines  got  no  response. 

Korean  Cabinet  members  appointed 

SEOUL,  South  Korea  (AP) —President  Chun  Doo-hwan  replaced  his  prime 
minister  and  seven  other  Cabinet  members  Monday  with  officials  he  said 
would  be  neutral  in  future  presidential  elections.  Critics  scorned  the  change  as 
cosmetic. 

“No  fresh  and  new  people  are  included  in  the  shake-up.  All  are  worn-out 
people,”  the  main  opposition  Reunification  Democratic  Party  said  in  a  state¬ 
ment.  . 

“We  suspect  that  these  people  would  not  carry  out  democratic  reforms 
without  any  hitch,”  it  said.  “It  is  seriously  doubtful  that  the  new  Cabinet  would 
manage  elections  in  a  fair  and  just  manner.” 

Chun  agreed  this  month  after  weeks  of  violent  anti-government  demonstra¬ 
tions  to  hold  direct  popular  elections  this  fall  to  select  his  successor.  His 
seven-year  term  expires  in  February. 

Most  of  the  new  appointees  were  junior  government  figures  and  civil  ser¬ 
vants.  The  changes  were  not  expected  to  have  any  major  impact  since  power  is 
concentrated  in  the  presidency. 

Speakers  bureau  to  offset  referendum 

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  The  Bangerter  administration  is  taking  the 
offensive  to  blunt  criticism  of  the  governor’s  budget  and  defuse  a  proposed 
referendum  to  repeal  a  record  tax  increase. 

Chief  administrative  aide  Jon  Memmott  said  Monday  the  governor’s  office  is 
creating  a  speakers  bureau  to  persuade  the  public  that  Bangerter  has  cut 
overall  state  spending  without  seriously  reducing  services. 

Aides  said  that  if  the  tax  referendum  succeeds  in  repealing  the  new  taxes, 
state  government,  and  education  in  particular,  would  be  seriously  damaged. 

Memmott  conceded  that  the  speakers  campaign  was  aimed  at  countering  the 
referendum  movement. 

Deputy  Budget  Director  Mike  Christensen  said  state  spending  in  real 
dollars  has  dropped  1.66  percent  annually  since  Bangerter  took  office  in  1985. 
He  defended  the  record  tax  increase  of  $176  million  approved  by  the  Legisla¬ 
ture  in  February  as  essential  to  maintaining  the  quality  of  public  and  higher 
education.  . 

Most  of  the  money  raised  by  the  new  taxes  is  going  to  education,  which 
accounts  for  70  cents  of  each  dollar  in  tax  revenue  the  state  collects,  he  said. 

Minorities  unaffected  by  new  standards 

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  New  University  of  Utah  admission  standards 
requiring  more  academic  preparation  in  high  school  won’t  affect  recruitment  of 
minority  students  in  the  health  sciences,  a  school  official  says. 

“We  don’t  recruit  students  who  can’t  meet  those  standards  anyway,’  said 
Herman  Hooten,  Health  Sciences  Center  minority  student  program  director. 

“Recruitment  of  minority  students  mirrors  the  general  recruiting  attitude 
of  the  university,  which  is  to  attract  above-average  students  who  are  in  the  top 
half  of  their  class.  Numbers  are  not  as  important  as  the  caliber  of  the  stu- 
dents  ”  Jig  s&id 

Beginning  this  fall,  the  university  will  require  entering  freshmen  to  have  had 
four  years  of  English,  three  years  of  mathematics,  two  years  of  a  foreign 
language  and  two  years  of  science  in  high  school. 

He  said  minority  students  would  have  no  more  difficulty  meeting  the  new 
university  admission  requirements  than  anyone  else. 

“It  means  a  more  serious  academic  course  in  high  school  for  everyone 
said. 


Orem  police  discover 
illegal  "speed"  lab 
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After  a  three-month  investigation, 
Orem  police  broke  up  an  illegal  am¬ 
phetamine  laboratory  Sunday. 

Orem  police  officer  Gerald  Nielsen 
said  Keith  Peterson,  40,  155  S.  1200 
West,  was  arrested  on  charges  of 
manufacturing  a  controlled  sub¬ 
stance. 

The  County  Attorney’s  Office  said 
Peterson  is  being  held  in  the  Orem 
City  jail  and  will  be  arraigned  Tues¬ 
day  morning. 

A  confidential  informant  supplied 
the  information  leading  to  the 
breakup  of  the  laboratory,  located  at 
Peterson’s  home,  Nielsen  said. 
Agents  discovered  the  laboratory  in  a 
10-foot  by  8-foot  metal  shed  in  the 
suspect’s  trailer. 

The  amphetamines,  known  as 
“speed,”  were  in  the  final  stages  of 


production  when  police  stormed  the 
residence.  If  the  finished  product  had 
reached  the  streets,  Nielsen  said,  the 
drug  would  have  been  valued  at 
$300,000. 

Detective  Doug  Edwards  said  the 
police  had  received  information  that 
the  suspect  was  armed  and  may  have 
automatic  weapons;  however,  agents 
did  not  find  automatic  weapons  in  the 
trailer.  Edwards  said  other  items 
were  confiscated,  including  allegedly 
pornographic  photos  of  a  17-year-old 
girl  living  with  Peterson  and  a  pistol 
that  had  been  reported  stolen. 

Edwards  said  the  location  of  the 
drug  laboratory  in  an  urban  area  was 
unusual.  Because  of  the  pungent 
smell  emitted  during  the  drug’s  man¬ 
ufacturing  process,  he  said,  most  op¬ 
erators  establish  their  labs  in  rural 
areas  to  avoid  detection. 

Nielson  said  more  arrests  are  ex¬ 
pected  as  the  investigation  continues. 
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Teen  dies  on  way  home 
from  BYU  football  camp

A  California  teen-ager  on  his  way 
home  from  a  football  camp  at  BYU 
was  killed  in  a  one-car  rollover  near 
Nephi  on  Saturday,  according  to  the 
Utah  Highway  Patrol. 

Jaynee  Whimpey,  dispatcher  for 
the  UHP,  said  four  others  were  in¬ 
jured  in  the  accident  that  killed  Eric 
John  Stranz,  17,  of  Cerritos,  Calif. 
Stranz  was  pronounced  dead  at  the 
scene  of  the  accident,  20  miles  north 
of  Nephi,  Whimpey  said. 

The  other  passengers,  all  of  Cerri¬ 
tos,  were  taken  to  Central  Valley 
Medical  Center  in  Provo  where  three 


were  treated  for  minor  injuries  and 
released.  The  fourth,  Scott  Kahale, 
17,  was  reported  in  satisfactory  con¬ 
dition  Monday,  according  to  a  nursing 
supervisor  at  CVMC. 

UHP  Trooper  Carl  Howard  said 
the  Cerritos  High  School  students 
had  attended  a  football  camp  at  BYU 
and  were  on  their  way  home  at  1:30 
Saturday  morning  when  the  accident 
occurred. 

Howard  said  the  driver,  Kahale, 
apparently  lost  control  of  the  car  after 
it  went  off  the  right  side  of  the  road. 

The  vehicle  traveled  400  feet  and 
hit  three  metal  posts  and  a  wooden 
sign.  The  vehicle  rolled  twice  and 
came  to  rest  in  the  median. 
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Haddow  pleads  guilty  to  stealing  funds 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  A  former  top  aide  to  ex-Health  and  Human  Ser¬ 
vices  Secretary  Margaret  Heckler  pleaded  guilty  Monday  to  charges  that  he 
improperly  pocketed  $55,300  in  foundation  and  government  funds  while  work¬ 
ing  for  the  Reagan  administration. 

C.  McClain  Haddow,  36,  former  chief  of  staff  to  Heckler,  faces  a  possible 
four-year  prison  term  and  a  $500,000  fine  for  his  guilty  plea  to  two  conflict-of- 
interest  charges. 

U.S.  District  Judge  Gerhard  Gesell  scheduled  sentencing  for  Sept.  8. 
Haddow  admitted  taking  90  percent  of  the  $37,400  that  a  private  foundation, 
which  he  helped  set  up,  paid  to  a  fund-raiser. 

He  also  admitted  taking  most  of  the  $25,500  he  had  arranged  for  the 
department  to  pay  Gordon  and  Susan  Jones  for  writing  speeches  for  Heckler. 
Justice  Department  prosecutors  agreed  to  drop  five  other  counts  in  the 
'  indictment,  including  mail  fraud  charges,  as  part  of  the  plea  agreement  with 
Haddow. 

Haddow,  who  briefly  headed  the  Health  Care  Financing  Administration  in 
HHS,  is  now  a  health-care  consultant.  He  once  served  as  a  member  of  the  Utah 
House  of  Representatives  and  is  a  former  Sandy  city  councilman. 


The  manhunt  continued  Monday 
for  the  suspected  killer  of  a  Payson 
man,  but  investigators  say  they  know 
who  aided  in  the  suspect’s  escape. 

Raul  Vargas  Aguilera,  20,  of 
Yurida,  Guanajuanto,  Mexico,  is  sus¬ 
pected  of  shooting  Byran  Allred,  26, 
after  an  argument  in  the  Allred  Fruit 
Orchards  in  Payson  July  1. 

Utah  County  Sheriffs  Detective 
Owen  Quamberg  would  not  reveal 
the  identity  of  those  allegedly  in¬ 
volved  in  Aguilera’s  escape,  but  said, 
“We  know  these  people  aided  in  his 
escape.  Now  we  need  to  put  enough 
pressure  on  them  to  tell  us  how  and 
where  they  took  him.” 

Quarnberg  said  it  was  not  likely 
that  Aguilera  was  still  in  the  area,  but 
it  is  possible. 

The  FBI  has  been  assigned  to  the 
case,  allowing  access  to  information 


both  inside  and  outside 
boundaries,  said  Quarnberg. 

According  to  Utah  County  Sheriff 
Dave  Bateman,  the  county’s  case  is 
pretty  well  set  and  all  that  is  missing 
is  Aguilera,  who  was  charged  with 
homicide  the  day  of  the  shooting. 

Law-enforcement  agencies  across 
the  western  and  the  international 
border  patrol  have  received  bulletins 
describing  Aguilera  as  being  5  foot  6 
inches  tall,  130  pounds,  with  black 
hair  and  brown  eyes. 

He  was  in  the  United  States  on  a 
three-month  work  permit,  and  had 
been  working  at  Allred  Orchards, 
which  is  owned  by  the  victim’s  father. 

Authorities  believe  Aguilera  had 
been  drinking  and  was  arguing  with 
Allred  about  whether  he  would  be 
working  the  day  Allred  was  shot. 

Police  have  received  several  re¬ 
ports  of  Aquilera  being  seen  in  the 
area,  but  none  of  the  reports  have 
been  substantiated.

BYU  chemist 
granted  $200,000 
for  cancer  research 

A  BYU  chemist  has  received  a 
$200,000  grant  from  the  American 
Cancer  Society  that  will  help  him  take 
a  new  direction  in  the  battle  against 
cancer  cell  growth. 

Morris  J.  Robins,  professor  of 
chemistry,  heads  a  team  of  interna¬ 
tional  post-doctoral  and  graduate  stu¬ 
dents  in  making  new  types  of  nu¬ 
cleosides  (modified  genetic 
components)  that  will  be  tested  as  in¬ 
hibitors  of  enzymes  that  are  neces¬ 
sary  for  growth  of  cancer  cells. 

Research  assistants  are  from  Italy, 
Bangladesh,  Mexico,  Australia,  Bel¬ 
gium  and  the  United  States. 

The  two-year  grant  brings  the  total 
to  more  than  $715,000  given  to  the 
BYU  Chemistry  Department  and 
Cancer  Research  Center  scientists 
during  the  past  20  years  by  the  na¬ 
tional  ACS  research  office. 

Funding  for  Robins’  grant  began 
the  first  of  July  and  is  a  continuation 
of  a  research  program  he  developed  at 
the  University  of  Alberta  in  Edmon¬ 
ton. 

“This  will  be  a  new  direction  in  us¬ 
ing  enzyme  mechanisms  that  have 
been  deciphered  by  biochemists  and 
chemists  throughout  the  world,” 
Robins  said.  "We  will  use  enzyme 
mechanisms  to  design  compounds 
which  could  inhibit  the  enzyme’s  func¬ 
tion,  thereby  stopping  growth  of  can¬ 
cer  cells.” 

Robins  joined  the  BYU  faculty  last 
J anuary  after  teaching  chemistry  and 
doing  research  at  the  University  of 
Alberta  at  Edmonton  for  more  than 
17  years.  The  Scipio,  Utah,  native 
graduated  in  1957  from  Millard  High 
School. 

He  received  a  bachelor’s  degree  in 
chemistry  from  the  University  of 
Utah  in  1961  and  a  doctoral  degree  in 
organic  chemistry  from  Arizona  State 
University  in  1965.

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Austrian  lecturer  cures  own  cancer

A  licensed  theraputic  health  practi¬ 
tioner  from  Salzburg,  Austria,  will 
lecture  on  his  victory  over  cancer 
Tuesday. 

In  the  lecture  which  is  sponsored 
by  the  German  club,  Hans  A.K.  Malzl 
will  explain  how  his  cancer  of  the 
stomach  and  colon  was  cured  within  a 
year  under  the  direction  of  a  German 
cancer  specialist,  Dr.  Johannes  Kuhl. 

On  first  impression  of  the  vibrant 
61-year-old  health  counselor,  almost 
no  one  would  guess  22  years  ago  he 
had  cancer.  Speaking  in  German, 
Malzl  said  “I  was  told  my  cancer  had 
progressed  so  far  that  I  could  only 
count  on  three  to  six  months  still  to 
live.” 

Soon  after,  he  met  Kuhl  and  was 
introduced  to  his  methods,  which  in¬ 
clude  a  special  diet  in  connection  with 
a  chemically  based  medicine,  and  as¬ 
sisting  methods.  However,  Malzl  said 
the  main  emphasis  is  on  nutrition. 

“One  year  later  I  had  strength 
again,  also  my  weight,  and  I  felt  com¬ 
pletely  healthy,”  said  Malzl.  At  the 
beginning  of  the  treatment,  Malzl,  at 
age  39,  said  he  was  so  exhausted  he 
had  to  pull  himself  up  on  the  railing  to 
climb  stairs.  Three  years  later,  Malzl 
claims,  he  had  so  much  strength,  it 
was  as  if  he  were  20  years  old. 

Currently,  Malzl  has  practices  in 
St.  Wolfgang  and  Salzburg,  Austria. 
He  works  in  collaboration  with  Dr. 
Michael  Leifer,  an  Austrian  physi¬ 
cian.  He  uses  the  methods  of  Dr.  M.O. 
Bruker,  the  clinical  director  of  the 
Center  for  Holistic  Medicine  at  the 
Lahnhoehe  Hospital  in  Lahnstein, 
West  Germany.  Bruker  is  also  a  Eu¬ 
ropean  nutrition  expert. 


Malzl  was  named  honorary  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  International  World  Orga¬ 
nization  for  the  Protection  of  Life  af¬ 
ter  serving  for  several  years  as 
president.  He  also  serves  as  general 
director  of  the  Austrian  Association 
for  the  Preservation  of  Nature,  Envi- 


zone,  during  which  time  if  the  patient 
can’t  adjust  nothing  can  be  done.  He 
claims  to  have  a  success  rate  of  over 
80  percent  with  the  methods  he  uses. 

Malzl  has  studied  subjects  such  as 
physiology,  anatomy,  pathology  and 
different  methods  of  diagnosis  and

ronment,  Health  and  Life. 

Although  Malzl  himself  was  never 
operated  on,  he  believes  every  opera¬ 
ble  cancer  should  be  operated  on.  He 
said  if  the  cancer  is  operated  away 
and  treated  with  other  therapies,  “It 
is  easier  for  us  because  danger  is  elim¬ 
inated  so  we’re  not  racing  with  time.” 

Malzl  said  it  takes  about  nine 
months  for  the  diet  to  adjust  and 
there  is  a  three  to  six  month  danger 


treatment  since  the  time  of  his  illness. 
He  studied  in  Germany  and  Austria 
for  16  years. 

He  and  his  family  joined  The 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints  32  years  ago.  “Our  lives  com¬ 
pletely  changed,”  he  said.  The  Malzls 
have  five  children;  all  are  married  in 
the  temple  and  three  have  served 
missions  for  the  Church. 

“What  could  be  better?  I  would  say 


we  have  heaven  on  earth.” 

He  has  served  in  various  Church 
positions,  including  branch  president 
and  district  president.  “The  only 
thing  I  haven’t  done  yet  is  serve  as 
the  relief  society  president,  but  it’s 
never  too  late,”  he  said  with  a  laugh. 

This  is  the  Malzl’s  first  trip  to  the 
United  States.  “I  am  very  convinced 
this  is  a  sacred  country,”  said  Malzl. 
“We  are  very  happy  to  be  here  in 
Utah  for  the  first  time.” 

Malzl  believes  the  investigation  of 
cancer  needs  to  be  pushed  further.  He 
expects  many  successes  in  cancer  re¬ 
search,  if  not  a  solution  to  cancer, 
coming  from  BYU.  He  said  this  is  an 
ideal  place  because  “Word  of  Wis¬ 
dom,”  the  health  code  of  the  LDS 
Church,  is  the  key.  He  said  he  would 
like  to  offer  his  experience  in  finding 
that  solution. 

According  to  Malzl,  his  nutritional 
program  is  geared  100  percent  to  the 
“Word  of  Wisdom,”  and  that  every 
fruit  grows  in  its  season. 

He  said  the  Lord  didn’t  give  de¬ 
tails.  “He  leaves  it  to  us  to  find  out 
what  things  grow  at  what  times.”  He 
said  the  gospel  is  the  only  way  to  save 
mankind  and  the  “Word  of  Wisdom”  is 
the  only  way  to  bring  the  way  of  life 
back  to  normal. 

Malzl  gives  more  details  about  his 
methods  in  his  lecture.  He  also  lec¬ 
tures  on  natural  methods  of  fighting 
pains  of  the  back,  joints,  muscles,  etc. 

He  decided  to  come  to  United 
States  two  years  ago  and  has  received 
several  invitations  to  lecture  at  uni¬ 
versities  and  to  community  groups. 
One  of  Malzl’s  main  goals  is  to  help 
individuals  become  healthy  and  re¬ 
main  that  way. 

The  lecture  will  begin  at  7  p.m.  in 
238HRCB.

NEW  YORK  (AP)  —  Rick  Pitino,  who  led  Providence 
to  college  basketball’s  Final  Four  last  season,  was  named 
the  head  coach  of  the  New  York  Knicks  today. 

He  vowed  to  make  an  instant  contender  of  the  team 
with  the  NBA’s  second-worst  record  last  season. 

“It’s  no  secret  I  would  not  have  accepted  this  job  if  I 
didn’t  feel  I  could  win  right  away,”  said  Pitino,  who  was  an 
assistant  with  the  Knicks  under  Hubie  Brown  from  1983 
until  1985,  when  he  left  to  take  the  head  coach’s  job  at 
Providence. 

No  terms  of  the  arrangement  were  revealed. 

Pitino,  ironically,  had  been  the  first  man  considered 
when  interim  coach  Bob  Hill  was  fired  at  the  end  of  last 
season.  He  later  withdrew  his  name  from  consideration 
and  signed  a  five-year  extension  of  his  Providence  con¬ 
tract  for  a  a  reported  $320,000  a  year. 

He  said  today,  however,  that  he  had  never  been  for¬ 
mally  offered  the  job  with  the  Knicks. 


The  Knicks  spent  the  next  three  months  interviewing 
many  of  the  sport’s  biggest  names. 

Pitino  said  he  met  this  morning  with  his  Providence 
players,  told  them  of  the  New  York  offer,  and  said  they 
unanimously  supported  his  decision  to  accept  it. 

New  York  finished  last  season  with  a  24-58  record, 
better  than  only  the  Los  Angeles  Clippers.  Brown  was 
fired  early  in  the  season  and  was  replaced  by  assistant 
coach  Hill,  who  was  dismissed  after  the  season  along  with 
general  manager  Scotty  Stirling. 

Pitino,  who  played  at  the  University  of  Massachusetts 
with  Julius  Erving,  coached  at  Boston  University  from 
1978  until  1983,  posting  a  record  of  91-51. 

He  was  an  assistant  with  the  Knicks  under  Brown  in 
1983-84  and  1984-85.  He  then  left  to  go  to  Providence, 
where  he  took  a  team  that  was  1 1-20  the  previous  year  to  a 
17-14  record  and  an  place  in  the  National  Invitation  Tour¬ 
nament.

Thousands  of  Provo  area  children  attended  the 
fifth  annual  Children’s  Celebration  of  the  Arts  Sat¬ 
urday  at  Provo’s  Pioneer  Park. 

The  celebration  consisted  of  36  booths  where 
children  could  paint,  weave,  sculpt  and  try  other 
arts  and  crafts. 

Event  officials  estimated  5,000  people  attended 
the  day-long  celebration.  “I  am  thrilled  with  the 
turnout,”  said  Kathryn  Golden,  co-coordinator  of 
the  event. 

The  main  purpose  of  the  celebration  is  to  provide 
cultural  arts  to  children  in  a  hands-on  fashion,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Golden.  It  gives  children  a  chance  to  try 
new  and  creative  things,  she  said. 

Both  parents  and  children  enjoyed  the  booths 


and  entertainment.  “I  like  my  children  to  gain  the 
experience  in  arts  and  crafts,”  said  Bonnie  Bur- 
gener,  a  mother  of  four. 

Volunteers  helped  make  the  celebration  a  suc¬ 
cess,  according  to  Golden.  Steve  Kaufusi,  a  BYU 
football  player  and  celebration  volunteer,  said  he 
was  having  a  fun  time  watching  the  kids  paint,  but 
he  thought  the  mothers  wouldn’t  like  it  because 
paint  was  getting  all  over.  Kaufusi  volunteered  as  a 
project  for  credit  in  one  of  his  classes.
